Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 7, 18, 28, 59, 64, 66, 71-74, 76-82 and 84-93 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 18 recite, among other features, wherein a gate width of the 

second transistor is larger than a gate width of the first transistor. 

Claims 76 and 82 recite, among other features, wherein a gate length of the 
second transistor is smaller than a gate width of the first transistor. 

The Prior Art, whether alone or in combination, does not disclose the above 
limitations.
